Ilible doctrine, said that the j*r*t ?)»*> 
live not by sight or tohch. hut iu the 
illuminating presence of the Savior 
himself. 
“What Thomas needed was unt a 
solution of his problems, but Jesus 
himself. 
And when we get Him we 
will not ask about the nail prints and 
the spear-pierced side. How small our 
boasting will seem and how childish 
it will appear to us, when we come to 
possess Jesus in power. 
We must 
learn that the highway to God is not 
built of solved problems and dissolved 
doubts; but of simple faith and trust. 
"Blessed are they that 
have 
not 
seen, and yet have'believed. 
"In 
this 
simple 
sentence 
Jesus 
breathed His blessing upon all the 
generations who should believe human 
testimony concerning Him. 
He val­ 
ues us *mt by what we can reject but 
by what we can accept. He doed not 
honor us fbr believing as little as we 
can but fd# believing as much as we 
can. He flings out to all the genera­ 
tions that he ts not concerned in our 
conclusion, but in us; that our life 
is not dependent upon a series of 
tests, but upon His presence, giving 
Us strength for every day tasks of 
life,"

"There are tww classes of doubters. 
The one who has his 
doubts 
and 
thrives upon them; he believes them 
to be somewhat original and adver­ 
tises them as the conclusions of men­ 
tal superiority. 
And should he, by 
coming into contact with the truth, be 
forced to give up some doubts, h© will 
usually become enraged and charge 
his opponent with 
narrowness 
and 
bigotry. 
This type of doubter is a 
sinner with a wicked heart and naeds 
a conviction of his real standing be­ 
fore God. The other group of doubt­ 
ers is represented by Thomas, one of 
the twelve disciples. 
They are men 
and women in whose lives hope has 
been shattered; before whom unans­ 
werable questions have arisen, 
and 
they grope in the 
darkness. 
Their 
doubts do not charm them but haunt 
them. 
These have been classed as 
honest doubters. 
Strange to say, this 
class usually permits some one ques­ 
tion to destroy their hope. 
Perhaps 
it is the divinity of Christ, or the pos­ 
sibility of miracles, or some question 
concerning prayer. 
Pessimism 
will 
thrive on these questions and men 
will conclude that the highway to God 
has been effectively blocked. We can­ 
not censure people for 
entertaining 
doubts and it is not my purpose to do 
so today. But we are responsible for 
the attitude we assume towards diffi­ 
culties, for the attitude assumed to­ 
wards a doubt will transform it from 
a mole hill into a mountain. 
Doubters Separate Themselves, 
"Thomas' error was that he assumed 
a negative attitude towards 
positive 
statements of truth. 
"The ten had said: ‘We haVe seen 
the Lord.1 
This abrupt disciple im­ 
mediately thrusts aside his years of 
acquaintance with 
these 
men. 
his 
knowledge of their truthfulness, and 
all the Lord himself had said about 
the resurrection, and placing his own 
sens# of gjflht and 
teiyX 
upon the 
throne, declares he will not believe. 
It is not difficult for us to understand 
this man. A short while before he had 
concluded th |t Jesus was Messiah, and 
♦ he redeemer of Isreal. He had seen 
his hope nailed to a cross, and with 
the death of Jesus all 
of Thomaf* 
plans had failed. 
When the disciples 
begin to talk to him of a resurrection 
his thoughts turn back to the nail 
prints and the wounded side. 
How 
like him to be absent when Jesus ap­ 
peared in the resurrection life. 
It is 
strange, but true, that men and wo- 
me* with doubts will separate tliem- 


Ctinin»en(ator Is Quoted. 
“Then Thomas assumed that su< h 
evidence as satisfied 
ordinary 
men 
was not sufficient for him. 
"He does not deride the ten tor their 
faith in the resurrection, nor does he 
attack their hoir»*ty. 
If they wanted 
to bellev#* such visions they could do 
ao; but as for Thomas, 
unless 
he 
could see the nail prints and thrust 
his hand into them he would never 
believe. 
He could nee great room for 
error in their experience. 
A brilliant 
expositor has said: ‘If Thomas re­ 
jected their eyes and ears as deluding 
their Judgment, by what law will he 
determine theft his own senses will not 
also delude his Judgment?* Other men 
might follow evidence and believe; but 
With him 'seeing is believing.' 
"It 
la 
interesting to notice how 
Thomas was convinced. A week later 
the disciples 
were 
assembled 
and 
Thomas was with 
them. 
Suddenly 
they were terrified by the appearance 
of Jesus amour* them. 
He turned tc 
Thomas and said: bleach hither thy 
finger and see my hands, and reach 
hither thy hand and put it into my 
side.' 
Did Thomas do it? 
He had 
declared that he must in order to be­ 
lieve. 
The text is plain that he did 
not. 
Can you imagine how he must 
have felt when he realised that Jesus

They were foolish and little; he now 
had the Christ himself.
